He Who Hesitates
Is Safer Nowadays

He who hesitates is safe. This
is a new twist to an ancient pro-
verb brought about by careless au-
tomobile driving at railrond and
highway Intersections,

Such philosophy,
frequently  used,

however, is in-
accident figures
show. Last year 2,492 motorists
lost their lives at railroad cross-
ings while 6,991 were injured, ac-
cording to a compilation given out
recently by a railway committee.
In 1898, when travel was slow by
the horse and buggy medium, the
death figure was 676, The wide-
spread use of fhe automobile and
its high-rate of speed account for
the increase in crossing accidents.

The continuation of such acci-
dents has made it imperative that
steps be taken to lessen the possi-
bility of automobiles meeting trains
at junction points, Since Federal
aid work was launched in 1916,
nearly 1800 crossings have been
eliminated through two methods, by
separating the grades and by
changing the highway routes. Near-
ly two-thirds of these crossings
were avoided by rerouting the
roads.

Of the 414 crossings eliminated
during 1926 on Federal Aid proj-
ects, 202 of them were by reloca-
tion of highways. A number of
states have also taken steps to
eliminate grade crossings. In mak-
ing plans for pavement building
many ies are
funds for the construction of un-
der-passes and over-passes.

There are ,755 grade cross-
ings used by motorists in the Unit-
ed States. Of this number only
27,161 have protection in any form.
Highway authorities point out that
if the yearly accident toll is to be
reduced still more attention must
be paid to grade crossing elimina-
tion. This is especially urged near
populous communities where Sat-
urday, Sunday and holiday traffic
is heavy. Here grade separations
are urged inasmuch as they not
only provide safety but a continual
traffic movement.

. TIMELY TIPS

A good workman has good tools
and takes pride in their care. Uten-
sils in the kitchen should last for
vears with proper use. Such things
as egg beaters, or any utensils that
turn with a crank and have oil in
their gearing, should never be put
into water up to the gearing unless
soiled, then wash quickly with
clean hot water and dry thoroughly
before putting away.

Tins, molds, sheet iron pans and
all utensils subject to rust, should
be carefully dried before putting
away. It is wise to grease lightly

with unsalted fat unless used at
least once a week.

Be careful of the bene, wood or
pearl-handled cutlery. Such should
never be dropped into the water,
but washed and rinsed and dried
with a soft cloth. Sieves unless
used for fat should never he washed
with soap; clean with a brush, us-
ing soda instead ef soap. Graters
if washed as soon as possible (us-
ing vegetable brush), rinsed and
dried, will never need soaking.

All saucepans should be as bright
and clean outside as inside. This
is not always easy, but if they are
never allowed to keep a spot, the
work is not hard.
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Dish towels, If rinsed in dola
water, then washed in hot suds,
will keep white.

Butter “crumbs by putting them
into a dish with melted butter,
then stirring until well and evenly
buttered, These crumbs are much
for any dish using such
crumbs than if dry crumbs are dot-
ted with bits of butter.

When . working with almonds,
either pounding them or grinding,
add a few drops of rose water to
keep them from oiling.

Bread crumbs are better used for
all foods which are fried  than

cracker crumbs, as the latter soaks
fat.
